Selective Service tests 


To Be H 


Selective Service tests will be 
given in the library, Dec. 4, 8:30- 
12:00 for all male students who 
are applying for deferments. 

Dean Potter will supervise the 
tests. Holmes Webb, principal of 
Tyler High School, will serve as 
security officer. One official in 
this capacity not connected witn 
'the college is required to serve. 

Only those students who made 
application before Nov. 1 are eligi¬ 
ble to take the Selective Service 
test. 

Only eight students made ap¬ 
plication for the Dec. 4 test. The 
small number may be due to the 
fact that freshman students will 
be permitted to finish the year 
anyway, and they will be better 
qualified to take the April 23 test. 

Dean Potter highly recommends 
that every registrant take one of 
the exams because: 

(1) If a student takes the test 
and makes 70 or higher he has a 
strong point in his favor. (2) If a 
student takes the test and makes 
lower than 70, but is in the upper 
one-half of the freshman class, he 
is still all right -with the draft 


board. (3) If a student does not 
take the test and is not in the 
upper half of his class, he. is just 
out of luck. 

Another Selective Service Test 
will be given April 23. Applica¬ 
tions for the test can be acquired 
from all local draft boards. All 
applications should be in by March 
15. 

The only requirement for be¬ 
coming eligible to take the test is 
that a student be registered and 
be carrying at least 15 semester 
hours. 

Present criteria for deferment as 
an undergraduate student are 
either a satisfactory score (70) on 
the test, or specified rank in class 
(upper half of male freshman 
class, upper two thirds of male 
sophomore class, or upper three- 
fourths of male junior class). 


Apache Chief's Career Shows 


Success Gained By Determination

The Chief of Apacheland ath¬ 
letics has never known the word 

quit. 

From the time as a youngster 
when he fed the coal furnace and 
swept the schoolhouse floors until 
his rise to prominence as a nation¬ 
ally known junior college football 
coach, Head Coach Floyd Wag- 
staff’s career has read like Ripley’s 
‘Believe It or Not.’ 

He has led the Apaches to the 
top of conference play for the past 
five years, including last year’s 
national Junior College play-off 
in the Rose Bowl in Pasadena, 
California. 

Salutatorian in high school, 
coach-bus driver-teacher combi¬ 
nation, member of FBI, buck pri¬ 
vate in World War II, and now 
leader of the Apache tribe—these 
are few of the highlights he com¬ 
mented on with typical Wagstaff 
humor. 

He finished high school at 
Joaquin in Shelby County where 
he held the job of head janitor for 
four years. His job as janitor was 
to fill the boiler with coal and 
sweep the building every day. In 
addition to this, he played basket¬ 
ball and football. 

He explained his claim to. salu¬ 
tatorian in this way: 

Scholarships were given for val¬ 
edictorians and salutorians. This 
was his only chance to go to col¬ 
lege, so he pu* forth all his efforts 
to be the salutatorian of his class. 

During his first month at col¬ 
lege, he lived by himself in a 
lodging where he did his own 
cooking and house-keeping. But 
realizing that even this cost too 
much, he maneuvered five boys 


Into sharing his expenses. Each 
of them was paying so much that 
“I got mine for nothing,” he said. 

Things were not so bad after 
that first year, and from then on, 
he was on a football scholarship. 
First Teaching Job at Paxton High 

In his first teaching job at Pax¬ 
ton High School, he coached bas¬ 
ketball, drove the school bus, and 
taught ten classes a day—salary, 
$75 a month, based on nine months 
a year. He taught arithmetic, 
spelling, history, and civics to the 
fifth, sixth, and seventh grades. 

His next move was to Kilgore 
Junior High School, coaching foot¬ 
ball and basketball. He considers 
that “one of the best jobs that was 
available in that day.” 

Kilgore High School was his 
next advancement. He coached 
basketball and assisted in football. 

After ten years in Kilgore Wag- 
staff transferred to Tyler. 

“I consider my move from Kil¬ 
gore to Tyler High the best move 
I ever made,” said Wagstaff. 

At Tyler High School, he was 
head coach in basketball and as¬ 
sistant in football for one year, 
until he advanced to Tyler Junior 
College. The first year at TJC, 
he had only basketball, but the 
next year he started football and 
is now in his sixth year of foot¬ 
ball. 

“Of course, it might be inter¬ 
esting to add all those years up,” 
remarked Wagstaff. 

In 1942, he did special investi¬ 
gation work for the FBI which 
kept him in Washington and Phil¬ 
adelphia most of the time. 

He spent fifty-nine days in the 
Army as a buck private. He was

given an honorable disability dis¬ 
charge because of a bad knee. 

Wagstaff explained that his most 
disappointing moment and his 
most thrilling moment were both 
connected with Kilgore. 

His most disappointing moment 
was at the game with Kilgore in 
1948. The Apaches were leading 
6-0. Kilgore had no first downs, 
but with two minutes left in the 
first half, they backed up inside 
their own five-yard line and ran 
all the way for a touchdown. 

The game with Kilgore in 1947 
when Tyler came out on top 7-6 
supplied Wagstaff’s most thrilling 
moment. After the game, he was

In VALIANT PILGRIM, Vera 
Brittain has written an illuminat¬ 
ing story of John Bunyan and 
Puritan England. Miss Brittain, 
in her introduction, tells of a 
friend who told her he was not 
sure he wanted to read the life of 
Bunyan; Btmyan’s magnificent 
Pilgrim’s Progress was enough for 
him. 

The author, however, believes 
that Bunyan’s story is a mirror of 
seventeenth-century England, of 
the quality and direction of its 
spiritual adventure. 

“It brings the challenge of hope 
and courage to all who are fight¬ 
ing for this integrity of the human 
,soul against totalitarian philoso¬ 
phies and spiritual demoraliza¬ 
tion,” she asserts. 

In 1628 John Bunyan was born 
into an England already concern¬ 
ed with the Puritan Revolution. 
English Puritans had settled one 
colony in Virginia in the New 
World. In a few short years 
Charles I was to lose his head 
when the power of the king was 
overthrown by the people. 
Personal Life Makes The Writer 

Miss Brittain takes the reader 
with Bunyan as he left his native 
Bedford to fight on the side of the 
king in the English Civil War. At 
the end of his army life, nineteen- 
year-old John returned to his oc¬ 
cupation as a tinker.' He manufac¬ 
tured the tools of his trade for 
himself and bought a house; he 
was then ready to marry Mary, the 
gentle and religious girl he had 
met as a soldier. 

Their first child was born 
blind. John wondered if this were 
a judgment on him for his sins. He 
was sorely distressed and was at 
last converted. During the remain¬ 
der of his life John felt as if he 
were led to write of his convic¬ 
tions.
